They of Rochell having as it was diff:rred as long 


poſſible vato them co declare themſelues , intencing to 


2et great ſore of Corn: into their Citie, which they had 
about it, neuerthelefſe they finde themſeſues now for- 
ced codoeit, by reaſonof the cruell and hard yiage of 
cheir enemics , which haue not ſuffered ther to getone 
halfe of it into it , andare now come ſocloſeto ir, that 
hardly ſhall any man get any moreinto it by Land, for 
the Duke of Angoleine inquartered himſelfe on Satur= 
day laſt at Eftre, with three chouſand foot, and a great 
number of horſe, which are difperfed , beſides many 0- 
ther foot throughout. the Prouince of Rochell., which 
make there much {poile. The common. Counlell of the 
{aid Citie being thereupon'aſſembled , they reſoluedto 
ſend preſently for ayde toall their neighbours & friends 
and at the ſame time they ſent ſome of their Commilhi- 
oners to this Iland coxcraue my! Lord:Duke and Mon- 
heur Soxbi/e to affilt them ſpeedily. with five hundred 
Frenchmen” which wee had here, to aide them to raiſe 


Vp again:the Fort of Ta/doz, of which their enemies 


would make themſelyes Maſters : anJ they were yelter- 
day promiſe4, and ſen: varo chem vader the command 
of Monſieur de Loudriert. Bit there were lome that 
beforerhcir departure would {h:w their valour by an A- 
ion, which Monſieur S4bignae Valouſo did vadertake, 
apd executed their enterprize on the lait Sunday abour 
the eueivng , with flue an} twentic men, Tney of the 
ittadell being brought to great extremicies, and come 
paſtreund abound with treaches, which hinder them to 
et any refreſhmears, dii-keepe with great care a pit in 
ahalfe Moone , which furniſhed them euery day _

fixe or ſeuen pipes of good water. The ſaid Monſieur de 
Saurquac went about elenen of the clocke in the nighe 
time toafſault the ſaid halfe Moone, and at the ſ.me 
time went three or foure ſoul liers of great reſolution ro 
throwe ſome great bottles with Frane oyle into the 
ſaid pit, which they did, ſo that according to the rel:ti- 
on of a ſouldier of the Cittadell, who ſurrendred himſelfe 
yeſterday, thefaid bottles being broken in pieces at the 
throwing in, the ſaid oyle hath infe&ed and ſpoiled it, 
that hardly the water of it will bee good at any timeto 


be vſed, 
If the ſaid Monſieur de Sauignac had not beene hurr, 


_ I beleeue that they ſhould haue taken che ſaid halfe 


Moone , for hee was hurt by a buller of a piftoll in his 
Groine,of which I hope that he ſhall ſhortly bee cured, 
and befides himſelfe there were twoof his wounded, bur 
he and his ſlae eight or tenne of the Enemies, and a bat- 
ealion of Engliſh which ſeconded our Frenchmen, loſt 
cight ſouldiers, and had betwixt twentie and thirtie 
hure, amongſt which the Lieutenane of the Colonell 
Boroughs was one. In the lame night did the Shalops. 
of our Armie* which waite euery night abroad, char 
none may 20+ inor out of the ſaid Citradell , did takea. 
Barque of tenne tunnes , Which came to bring into it 
Bread, Wine, Mcale, Peaſe, and Porke, befides another 
Shalop, in which were ſeven or elght men of note, and 
as many ſailers, which were carried by a wic ked man 
of this Iland whois a Papilt, both the Shalop and the 
men were drowned, except three, which wcre more 
happie then the ocher , hauing beene throwne into the 
Sea, and kurtin their heads with many muskee ſhot. 
They being brought to che Land, I went at the dawning - 
of the Jay oa the borer of the Sea , to fee our Souldiers 
' mY imoarked.; 


imbarked, Idid there a good turne to the ſaid Gentle 
men, for [ drew them out of the hands of the Souldiers, 
to make themtoger lodging, and to bee cured by the 
Surgeons, Beſides the ConduQorg called Morrifers and 
the Marriners, there were drowned theſe Gentlemen, 
Monſieur eArtaignan , Cornet of the Companie of the 
Kings horſe which carrie little muskets, who was much 
beloued of his Maieſtie, Monſieur de 1a Toxrnelte, who 
was a Gentleman of the Duke of Bellegar.\, Monlicur 
au Clos, Lieutenantof Monſieur de { ontamines, which 
was (laine at his landing , with two or three of his ſer- 
uantits, The namesof them which are eſcaped are theſe 
which follow here : Monſieur de /ozy Sonne of the Go 
uernour of Breſt, Monſieur de Saine Hichael Enfigne 
Colonell of the Regiment of Champaigne, and Monfi- 
eur de Grandry Gentleman of the Duke of Bellegard, 
which came hither to ger honour, and as we vnderſtood 
had promiſes of ſome places which might firli fall voide, 
My Lord Duke and Monſieur So#b:/e viſited the faid 
Gentlemen on the ſame day they were landed. 

For to keepe a good order I ought to have begunne 
with the murther , which hath beene intended againſt 
the perſon of my Lord Duke of Buckingham , which 
matter happened as followeth. E 

A yong man of Blois being in the ſaid Cittadell du- 
ring the ſpace of two months, heebeing a reſolute and 
_ couragious fellow, & hearing many of the Propolitions 
which were made amongſt the French , hee offered to 
fice one of the Ships of his Maicſtie of Great Britaine,if 
they would furniſh him with a Shalop and other nece{* 
ſaries for that purpoſe, yea he offered to fire the Ship in 
which my Lord came, and did ftill lye in the night time 
as Our enemies conceived. gy | - 


three or foure of chem of his Garciſon ,. in which —_ 


A certaine Captaine whoſe name is Caſftellan, per- 
ceiuing this ſaid yong man to be ſocouragious and reſo. 
late , thinking him fit toperforme a wicked deede, hee 
propounded vnto him, that if he would goe and murther 
my Lord Duke of Buckingham, that he could eafily doe 
it by Land, and get agreat reward, and an in compara- 
ble glorie. ha 

This fellow accepted to doe it, vpen condition that 

Monſieur Th orax(the'Gouvernour of the Citadell)would 
condiſcend toit; the ſaid Captaine afſuring him of the 
conſent of Monſieur Thorax, the ſaid Souldier goeth in 
the night time our of the Citadell on the fixt of Auguſt, 
carying with him a very ſhort Dagger, but broad and of 

a good edge. But hee being perceiued and taken by oar 

Horſe, he told vnto them that he came with an intenti- 
on to ſerue on our ſide , which being not beleeued by 
them, ſeeing that he was of the Romiſh Religion, he was 


- caried to Monſieur So#be/e, and hee ſuſpeRting him, ſenc 


him as a Priſoner to the Prouoft': Being there Exami. 
ned, hee perſiſted conſtantly in his firſt Tale : bur ac laft 
when he was threatned to be Tortured, vnlefle he would 
confefle the truth, hee begun to change his colour in his 
face,and grew very pale, and prayed that he might bee 
Caried to my Lord of Bxckingham , to make his Grace 
acquainted with matters of great importance : He being 
come to his Grace, he told him that which is here aboue 
reported, with diuers other circumſtances which I con- 
ceale here for ſome geod reaſons, and hee was cauſedro 
ſet his hand to his depoſition, My Lo. Duke ſent word 
the next day to Monfeur Thorax in the Citadell , and 
2aue him to vnderſtand, that if he would ſend vnto him 


-molt cruſt, that they ſhou!d come ſafely , and thathee 
would make them to tee {ſomething , which hee defired 
they ſhould communicate afterwards vato him ; The 
 Goucrnour ſent thereupon preſently fixe of his moſt tre 
Red friends,and'amony(t the reſt che Barrcn of S, Surir: 
But the aboue mentioned matter being ſhewed vnto 
them, they denied it flatly, and the Priſoner maintained 
it againſt the, and thereupon returning to the Citad], 
ſome that mifiruſted the matter, murmured againſt the 
Gouernour, and ot} ers whichthought well ct him, de- 
fended his credit and honour, | | 
They bauing made this report vnto the Geuerncur, 
he proteſted that hee Was innccent in the ſaid niatter, 
and ſent agaire after diriner tocur Car pe, both his 
ow ne Brother and-Baron cf Sutin, beſides rhe Caprtaine 
( aRellan, Which Jaboured there both with taite ſpee= 
ches and great oathes to tzkeaway this ill opinion and 
conceit of the Gouernour, as they termed it, But the 
Priſoner perſiſted fill in his former ſaying, and maintai- 
ned his depolition as before, 
They equuring thereupon that hee ſhould bee put to 
the torture, ours laught at it, ſaying, that it is but given 
to them which dery a crime, and not to ſuchas con- 
feſle it,

They intreated thereupon that wee would pue him ts 
death, with a protefſtation, that in eaſchee did nor recall. 
his ſaying before his death, chae they all there would in 


| ſuch caſe ſuffer themſelues to be hanged after him, & thar 


if it wererequired, they would yer cauſe tenne other to 
come, that ſhould ſtand to the like condition. 

Their offer was at that time refuſed: but my Lo; Duke 
ſent them word the next day,that he would cauſe the mi- 
ſerable wretchto be put to death, ifrhey would ſend him 
the ſaid Coftellar, vpon condition thac he mighe doe with 
him what he ſhould be plcaſed todoe, ifthe ſaid priſoner 
ſhould noe recall his depoſition before his death, bur per- 
ſift in his accuſation, and chat hee would giue way thac 
chey ſhould giue him ſuch a Confeilor as they ſhould 
like beft: beſides cenne of their Gentlemen which ſhould 
be witneſſes of that which ſhould paſſe. | 

But they of the Citadell refuſed to ſend the ſaid Caftel- 
las, alledging that he was there very neceffary for the ſer- 
uiceofthe King : whereby ic happened that many which 
Sonberd of the matter the day _ did then firmly be- 

ceuCit, 

I did nor thinke in the beginning to extend my ſelfe 
folargely inthe relation ofthe particulars of the aboue- 
mentioned matter, but many are ſomtimes glad to learne 
rhe circumſtances of a bulineſſe or accident, to iudge the 
better ofthe matter. | 

I belceuc that if chey can ſend Letters from the Court 
of France to that of Evgl/and (as they report here, that 
there is good paſlage) tbat they will doe their beſt endea- 
uours to make you there to belecue many idle and friuo- 
lous tales. But concerning mee you ſhall hauenothin 
from mee but truth according to mine owne vnderftan 
ing and knowledge, 

y Lord Duke knoweth now very well their devices, 
and laughes them out ſometimes with much grace, when 
hee ſpaaketh to any of the enemy of their greae force 
| both

both by water,and by land, of their yndoubtfull ſuccour, 
and of their imaginary armies in diuers parts of France, 
which ſhould amoune according to their calculation to 
more then 50000 nitn, which are now come co eight or 
nine thouſand, for the moſt: And although chey were ſo 
ſtrong as they report, they were not able to hinder vs of 
the taking of this Cictadell and thae within the ſpace of 
fifreene dayes, or three weekes. FF 

The common ſouldiers which are in it haue now but 
one biskerinaday, and once water, and the Gentlemen 
and Cipcaines hauc nor much 'more. Iris true that this 
retardment is troubleſome,and not onely hindered: our 
deſignes, but maketh them likewiſe more difficult to ef 
fe, and ſhill therefore be more glorious if wee atchicue 
them, I thinkethar chere ſhall bea good occaſion giuen 
tovs intheſe parts; for almoſt all the forces of theFrench 
King march rowards Rochel, and there are already foure- 
reene Companies of the Regiment of the Gardes,beſides 
many Swiſers, and a great deale of ordnance. Many are 
reſolved roſuccourthem, alrhough the paflages are well 
ſtopt. They haue ſeized vpon the perſon of Monl, de 
Beaulieu d Ampierre in his owne houſe, fearing that hee 
ſhould moleſtthem, as he hath done in the former wars. 
We haue already meanes to make them to' reftore him 
vntovs,and we hope ſhortly to hane more, Weare cer. 
rified thatthe Dukeof Rohanis very ftrong inthe field, 
and thar he intendeth to goe to Afontanbanon the 25 of 
this monerh, Seeing thar the City of Roche/hath nowin 
a manner declared ic ſelfe, I doubt not bur thar all the reſt 
of the Religion which are in France which before cx- 
peed' to learne what they ſhould doe , will ſhortly 
make ſomeattempr. ms | 

Herearc lately ſome arined from Rechel, which report 
 thatour ſouldiers are there happily arined, and receiued 
with great ioy. 'It is true; that their little delay hath 
maderhem rogather great ſtore of good _ *

They of Reche/ have begun to make their workes out of 
the gate of S., Nicholas neere which lyeth cheir Fore of 
T adon to hinder the aproaches of their Enemies inquar- 
tering. Alchough chey haue noe as yet made any open 
declarations, they gouerne themſelues neuertheleſle as if 
were igyned. The Prieffs and chiefeft Papiſts have alrea- 
dy forſakenthe ſaid Citie, and. there come daily ſome 


ſouldicrs in it, whichare there well received and lodged. 


A declaratien of the French King being lately ſent ynto 
them, which forbiddeth very ſtriftly to adhere or ioyne 
with the Engi5/s, they would not publiſh ic, knowing ve- 
ry well, that valeſſe the Eng/sþ ſuccour had come, there 
was a reſaJution taken to ſubdue them this Summer. Wee 
expe> here ſhortly 5000 men from England, and if they 
come, we will vadertake ſome other enteypriſcs then the 
taking of the Citadell, which is now art the laſt gaſp,noc-

Allthe newes which come from P + 
ris are much to be ſuſpeed. Beth there and in other pla- 
ces of Francetherearerumors ſpread abroad of Maſſacres 
againſt the Proteſtants, I pray God co preſerue them, Ic is 
likewiſe reported chat the French King is to come in per- 
ſon to befiege Roche! wich goooo men: But if the 30000 
men ſhall cimely come, which the Proteftancs exped,they 
will inde them worke enough, |
